Old Business 


In-Person Meeting Place. Three possible 
meeting locations were determined from the ad 


hoc meeting location committee. These 
locations need to be further evaluated by an in- 
person inspection. Due to the impact of the 
pandemic these inspections have been 
deferred. They will occur at some point, date 
uncertain. Lorraine indicated she is urging 
Randal Hudson, to join EBARC [which he has 
done].
